He has had four 
men at work during the whole session, 
from January, who have received only 
$153. Bombastical economy would suggest 
that they never be paid, but justice gives 
anther dictum. * Johnnie ” has paid three 
for the whole seasion, who never did ap- 
pear in the clerical department until about 
May lst; has paid one who comes up regu- 
larly on pay day; has paid one who never 
sas been in the clerical department; has 
paid three other persons who never have 
been at work, for 17 days.

Boston, we believe, has erected, or pro- 
poses to erect. a statue In honor of a Mas- 
sachusetts officer, Colonel Shaw, who fell 
at the bead of a negro regiment in an un- 
successful attack upon Fort Sumter. The 
one military feat performed by Colonel 
Shaw and his regment is thus quietly de- 
scribed in an appeal tor aid which has just 
been issued by the rector and warden of a 
little Episcopal Church in Georgia: = On 
the llth of June, 1863, the town of Darien. 
in Georgia, was taken without an engage- 
ment, and burned by the colored troops, 
Colonel Saaw, Fifty-fourth Massachusetts 
Regiment, commanding. The destruction 
of the place was more nearly complete than 
that of Atlanta or Columbia. including tne 
public academy and the church edifice of 
St. Andrew's parish.”

yin; that he would have preferred some 
white or co'ored man io the manner born 
as the chairman of this committee; that he 
wanted to see a systenrof sehoots estab- 
lished commensurate with the financial! 
condition of the State; that the section 
which proposes to take the vet earnings of 
the State Koad will not work well, because 
the money from that source will be taken 
for other purposes, and that the system 
proposed will cost the State about four 
millions of dollars, and double the tax of 
the people. Let an economical measure 
be adopted and it will work well. 

Mr. Bryant advocated the bill as reported 
and argued that the present system is de- 
fective in having incompetent teachers, 
and that this bill is to correct that evil.

The Lunatic Asylum, 


We had the pleasure of a call this morn- 
ing from Dr. Thomas F. Green, the efficient 
Superintendent of the Junatic Asylum. 
ile kindly left with us copy of his report 
for the years 1868 and 1869. 

The institution has been over-crowded. 
There are applications from eighty-eight 
patients, waiting vacancice. The separa- 
tion of idiots and lunatics is recommended, 
as idiots can be improved under good au- 
‘spices. The patients bave numbered four 
hundred and sixty-one, of which four 
hundred and twenty-four were paupers. 
and three hundred and thirty-five lunatics. 
An appropriation of $89,000 is asked.

They areour old servants, and are 
to be our neighbors, and we would have 
them enjoy every legitimate privilege, and 
aesiet them in their progress to the fullest 
civilization. Unfortunately for the negro, 
men, not to the manor born, and seeking to 
use the black as a tool for securing political 
power and profitable place among a people 
tou whom they were utter strangers, have to 
advance their schemes and propitiate the 
freedmen to use him, proposed plans so un- 
just to the white people and so impracti- 
cable for the negro, that the true lovers of 
the State’s interest, and the genuine friends 
to both races, have been compelled to oppose 
them. And these adventurers have falsely 
construed opposition to their injudicious 
plans as antagonism to the black. And we 
even believe that they have brought for- 
ward schemes that they knew would be 
opposed for their impracticability and im- 
propriety—jast merely to make capital out 
of the opposition they would elicit. 

We are indisposed to play into their 
hands anymore. And we now state that 
we are in favor of assisting the freedmen in 
a way thatis just to both races. 

The proposition to give the old capitol 
building to the freedimen would scem prop- 
or enough at first flush ; but when we reflect 
to what extent the Milledgeville people are 
interested, we readily determine that they 
should have acontrolling voice in such a 
matter, and welearn they are bitterly op- 
Not because they are against 
educational facilities,

but because their property will be more or 
less alfected by it. The old capitol in the 
heart of the city, and the grounds, consti- 
tute its chief attraction. To give this up 
to thé blacks would be bad for both. The 
true policy is not to force the races togeth- 
er, and to place them in such juxta-posi- 
tion as to create collisions and unpleasant 
antagonism, Give the freedmen their op- 
portunities apart and seperate. Don’t im- 
pose their institutions upon unwilling com- 
munities. 

The Milledgeville people apprehend de- 
preciation of their property from this 
movement. Already their city has been 
injured by removing the capitol, and it 
would be hard indeed upon them to strike 
this additional blow. 

We think it would be fairer for the State 
to donate the old buildings to the city of 
Milledgeville, to be used for such public 
purposes as may be deemed best for all. It 
would be better to establish a practical 
school for scientific mechanics. We need 
such an institution. Or, if this is imprac- 
tical, use the buildings for an Agricultural 
College, under the auspices of the State, 
Agricultural Society. And let other pro- 
vision be made for the education of the 
freedmen—provision that will not injure 
any one and at the same time that will en- 
able them to learn without disadvantages. 

We throw out these suggestions in a 
spirit of great kindness to tLe freedmen, 
and with a desire to dojustice to al] parties.

The 
tenor of the act referred to is “that the sum 
of twenty-five hundred dollars per annum

Tisis journal has ever been friendly to 
the freedmen, and has taken the deepest in- 
terest in seeing their prosperity advanced 
wid their intelligence elevated. We have 
rather held advance views in regard to 
them. They areour old servants, and are 
to be our neighbors, and we would have 
them enjoy every legitimate privilege, and 
u-cist them in their progress to the fullest 
«ivilization. Unfortunately for the negro, 
en, not to the manor born, and seeking to 
use the black as a tool for securing political 
power and profitable place among a people 
to whom they were utter strangers, have to 
advance their schemes and propitiate the 
freedmen to use him, proposed plans so un- 
just to the white people and so impracti- 
eable for the negro, that the true lovers of 
the State’s interest, and the genuine friends 
to both races, have been compelled to oppose 
them. And these adventurers have falsely 
construed opposition to their injudicious 
plans as antagonism to the black. And we 
even believe that they have brought for- 
ward schemes that they knew would be 
opposed for their impracticability and im- 
propriety—jast merely to make capital out 
of the opposition they would elicit. 

Weare indisposed to play into their 
hands anymore. And we now state that 
we are in favor of assisting the freedmen in 
a way thatis just to both races. 

The proposition to give the old capitol 
building to the freedmen would scem prop- 
er enough at first flush ; but when we reflect 
ty what extent the Milledgeville people are 
interested, we readily determine that they 
should have acontrolling voice in such a 
matter, and we learn they are bitterly op- 
posed to it.” Not because they are against 
the freedmen having educational facilities, 
but because their property will be more or 
less alfected by it. The old capitol in the 
heart of the city, and the grounds, consti- 
tute its chief attraction. To give this up 
to the blacks would be bad for both. The 
true policy is not to force the races togeth- 
er, and to place them in such juxta-posi- 
tion as to create collisions and unpleasant 
antagonism. Give the freedmen their op- 
portunities apart and seperate. Don’t im- 
pose their institutions upon unwilling com- 
munities. 

The Milledgeville people apprehend de- 
preciation of their property from this 
movement. Already their city has been 
injured by removing the capitol, and it 
would be hard tndeed upon them to strike 
this additional blow. 

We think it would be fairer for the State 
to donate the old buildings to the city of 
Milledgeville, to be used for such public 
purposes as inay be deemed best for all. It 
would be better to establish a practical 
school for scientific mechanics. We need 
such an institution. Or, if this is imprac- 
tical, use the buildings for an Agricultural 


College, under the auspices of the State, 


Agricultural Society. And let other pro- 
vision be made for the education of the 
freedmen—provision that will not injure 
any one and at the same time that will en- 
able them to learn without disadvantages. 

We throw out these suggestions in a 
spirit of great kindness to the freedmen, 


and with a desire to dojustice to all parties.

Message from Governor Bullock 
About the State Agricultural 
Society. 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, / 
Atlanta, Ga., August 23, 1870.4 

To the General Assembly: 

The Executive Committee of the State 
Agricultural Society has called my atten- 
tion to the fact that the annual appropria- 
tion provided for by an act assented to 
December 20, 1860, has not been paid. The 
tenor of the act referred to is “that the sum 
of twenty-five hundred dollars per annum 
be. and the same is hereby appropriated to 
the said society to be expended under the 
direction of the Executive Committee of 
said society, in the purchase of premiums 
to be distributed by said society, and in 
such other ways a6 may appear most con- 
ducive to the general purpose of said socie- 
ty, as aforesaid. By the same act the title 
of “The Southern Central Agricultural 
Society” is changed t® the present title of 
“The Georgia State Agricultural Society.” 

it will be observed that the sum of twen- 
ty-five hundred dollars is made as an an- 
nual appropriation, and this amount has 
remained unpaid for ten years+the State 
is, therefore, a debtor to the society in the 
sum of twenty-five thousand dollars, in- 
cluding the present fiscal year. 

A convention, composed of delegates ap- 
pointed by the agricultural societies of the 
several counties in the State, ‘has lately 
been in session at the capital, and the 
members of your honorble body are, 
doubticss, entirely familiar with the delib- 
erations of that convention through the 
published reports of its proceedings. It 
may not be improper, however, for me to 
refer to the fact that the members of that 
convention represented nearly, if not en- 
tirely, the whole agricultural interest of 
‘the State, and its membership was compos- 
ed of gentlemen who are practically and 
extensively engaged in agricultural pur- 
suits. 

The renewed interest in an improved 
system of agriculture, which has 
ectent be sine os 
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return for the comparatively sma!! amount 
annually advanced. 

In view of the fact that a large number 
of the members of your honorable bod 
rank among the first of our agriculturists, 
and first among the managers of our ex- 
tensive system of railway communication, 
[ feelthat itis superfluous for me to add 
argument to what I have already said in 
regard to the usefulness of this society. or 
to sustain the other fact, that upon success- 
ful agriculture depends the prosperity of 
our railways and the proper prosecution of 
all menchanical and mercantile pursuits 

I would, therefore, reapectfully recom- 
mend to your honorable body that appro- 
priation be made whereby the amount now 
due the Agricultural Society can be paid 
or secured to it for its uses, and that the 
act be so amended that for the future the 
annual appropriation for premiums, etc. 
be at least ten thousand dollars. 

With this increased annual appropria- 
tion the society will be able to make very 
considerable progress in the establisLment 
and operation of a bureau of agricultural 
chemistry. and I would respectfully sug- 
gest to your honorable body that the valu- 
able information to be derived from ex- 
perimental agriculture, under scientific 
control, can be better disseminated through 
the agency of the State society than under 
the independent management of a State 
official.
